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Thomas Sowell: 


Reagan’s Favorite ‘House Negro.’ 


«From The Grassroots”/April 1981

The rise of a sterile, neoconservative and racist backlash across 
white America has produced new forces on the political landscape. 
Lassiez faire economics, which gave the country the Great 
Depression, has returned to the very center of this nation’s fiscal 
policies. Liberalism has now become a dirty word, The New Right 
has seized the offensive in popular culture, religion, and society at 
large. The inevitable social, convulsions which this great change has 
effected in white politics has also been felt within the 
black community. A new generation of racial accommodatists has 
appeared, who justify and defend the ideological tenets and public 
policy initiatives of the New Rights. 

No single Afro-American personifies this capitulation to 
reaction more than Thomas Sowell. Rising rapidly from the 
cloistered corridors of Hoover Institution, he has emerged as the 
major black ideologue for the enemies of the Black Liberation 
Movement. Sowell, in short is Ronald Reagan's favorite “House 
Negro. 

Born in North Carolina, Sowell has struggled to make a name 
for himself against poverty and poor schools. After serving in the 
Marines, he attended Howard University when his intellectual gifts 
were groomed. Harvard where he graduated magna cum laude, he 
received graduate degrees at Columbia and the University of Chicago. 
Sowell was a radical during his college days, but as he moved up 
income ladder his ideological views grew increasingly conservative. In 
the late 1960s, Sowell condemned the emergence of Black Studies 
and the black student activism. His intellectual sojourn led him 
finally to the West Coast, where his career flowered under the 
tutorial guidance of Corporate America's intellectual “Sugar Daddy," 
Milton Friedman. 

By the mid-1970s, Sowell had come to repudiate most of the 
ideals of the Civil Rights Movement. He attacked affirmative action 
legislation as detrimental to blacks’ interests. His prescriptoin to the 
plight of poor education within the ghetto was the imposition of 
“strict discipline” and mandatory expulsion of *rowdies who disrupt 
education for the majority." In a recent Newsweek issue, Sowell 
attacked the NAACP/Civil Rights leadership as a *light-skinned elite“ 
whose policies served to provide “access to whites" for themselves 
but not for the black poor. 

In a major advertisement paid for by Smith Kline Corporation, 
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Sowell praised private enterprise as the vehicle for blacks to gain 4 
acceptance and upward mobility in the system. “Therichare ared 
herring used by politicians to distract our attention," he declared. 
“there aren't enough rich people to make any real economic 
difference, whether they pay high taxes or low taxes. The great 
majority of the government's money comes from the great majority 


of the people." 

Like Reagan, Sowell believes that inflation, not unemployment, 
is the real problem within America's political economy. “Balancing 
the budget is not enough," Sowell warns. “Whether we yearn for 
government giveaways as the answer to our problems, we have to 
realize that every giveaway is also a takeaway. Anything 
the country can't afford without the giveaway, it can't afford with 
it.” Therefore, “so-called giveaways" like CETA, public housing, 
food stamps, and educational programs must take a backseat to the 
interests of the Pentagon! 

With the election of Reagan and the rise ot the New Rignt, a cry 
arose amidst white Americans for an appropriate Negro Spokesman 
to justify and apologize for the new reactionary agenda. The pattern 
is a familiar one in Black History. In 1895, Booker T. Washington

LESS WORRY! 


“In order to insure a safer, less worrisome winter, con- 


sumers should take the necessary time to make the proper 
preventive maintenance on their cars," said Hope Jackson 
Manager of the Newark Office of Consumer Action. 


The consumer agency recommends the following 


winterizing checks to consumers as an aid in avoiding many 
common winter driving problems and to ready them for those 
that do occur: 


To avoid skids on slick roads, tires should have equal 
breaking on all wheels. Have breaks checked, relined if 
necessary. 


A tune-up helps to insure dependable starts on cold, wet 
mornings. 


Exhaust systems should be checked to prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Because carbon monoxide is color- 
less, oderless and tasteless, a qualified mechanic with the 
proper equipment should make the check. 


Worn windshield-wiper blades should be replaced. 


All vehicle lights should be kept in working order and 
lenses should be kept clean. 


The vehicle should be equipped with good tires with good 
treads all year long and especially on snow and icy roads. 
Snow tires and chains offer the best traction, but in no way 
is the resulting traction close to that of conventional 
highway tires on either a dry or wet pavement. 


Vehicles should be equipped with the following safety 
gear: booster cables, tire chains, a shovel, flares, traction 
mat, window scraper, rock salt and sand, window washer 
solvent and heavy gloves. 


"When roads are covered with snow or ice, the safest 


thing to do is to leave your car at home," said Hope Jackson.
